CHINA. 
—o— 
TIENTSIN. 

On the Ist Sept. an interesting event ti ired at this port. 
A Japanese war vessel arrived, bearing his Excelleucy Okubo, 
his secretaries and attachés, and accompanied by Admiral Ito, 
of the Imperial Japanese Navy. The news that the Ambassa- 
dor’s frigate, the vozio-kan, had arrived outside Taku Bar, 
created a lively flutter in official circles in the city, and when 
the little gunboat, flying the Mikado’s banner from its fore, 
came steaming up the Reach, she was greeted by a large and 
curious, if not an appreciative, assemblage, principally of Chinese. 
It is noteworthy that when the Ambassador was landing the 
Japanese sailors manned yards and cheered in true man-o’-war 
fashion. The Consuls called upon the Ambassador in the course 
of the day, and a gentleman ranking as a secretary of the Em- 
bassy visited the Custom’s Taoutai, to inform him of the arrival 
of the Embassy and of his Excellency’s intention to proceed to 
ear on public business. The secretary’s call was returned on 
the following day by the Taoutai, but it is not known whether 
he saw the Ambassador. Shortly after his arrival the Ambassa- 
dor was conducted to the residence of the American Consul, Mr. 
Sheppard, whose guest he will remain during his sojourn in 
Tientsin. The number of attachés accompanying the Embassy 
is unusually large, and there has been some difficulty in finding 
suitable accommodation for them on shore. It isnot knuwn how 
long the Embassy will remain in Tientsin. No official commu- 
nications or interchanges of any kind have passed between the 
Ambassador and Li Hung-chang, but a special courier has been 
sent to Peking. 

A correspondent writes that the common talk amongat the 
Chinese, high and low, is entirely touching the Japanese action in 
Formosa. It is evident to everyone that they consider the pon 
taken up by Japan as a gross insult, and that they would gladly 
see the honour of China vindicated by force.’ Everywhere we 
hear of all kinds of preparations being made to drive the Ja- 
panere out of Formosa. At present, however, it is like the whale 
fighting the sword-fish. The Japanese are, undoubtedly, masters 
of the position at this moment ; and the Chinese are now paying 
the penalty for their ignorance and conceit in fancying that the 
few and inefficient foreign appliances they have acquired were 
at the present day sufficient for measures of offence or defence 

ainst the least powerful of foreign nations, We now see 
that all the wretched wooden men-of-war, built at Shanghai and 
Foochow, can be completely overawed by a couple of STR 
ironclads, so that China is at the mercy of Japan. Till lately, 
to listen to the talk of the mandarins, one would have 
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thought they were able to fight a European nation like 
France. (lina is the whale and Japan the sword-fish, and their 
respective positions are likely to be maintained until the Chinese 
Government at Peking determines that its military and naval 
mandarins shall be instructed in the art of war in the same way 
as the military and naval ofticers of European Powers. The 
whole military and naval system of China requires to be organised 
on the European model ere she will be able to compete against 
even the small country of Japan. I am decidedly of opinion 
that even such an apparently trivial matter as dress is a condi- 
tion of weakness. Until China abolishes the black satin boots, 
mandarin hats, and long dresses for her army and navy, 
and adopts European dress for these forces, she will compel 
her men to fight at a disadvantage. The mandarin dress 
makes the military and naval officers like men with the half of 
the body in sacks, unable to make use of their limbs. The 
Japanese naval officers and men are smart and sailor-like, and I 
believe their military are also uniformed in a neat and serviceable 
style, after the European pattern. 

Two Japanese have been arrested on the road from Peitang 
to Peking, as travellers without passports, and brought to 
Tientsin. It is probable that, under different conditions, they 
would have been allowed to proceed, but in any case exception 
can hardly be taken to their arrest. They are so particular in 
requiring foreigners who travel in Jai to be furnished with 
passports that it is surprising they should place themselves in a 
position to be challenged for the same fault. 





SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 13th Sept.; 
the French mail from London July 31 was recetved on the 12th 
Sept. The following summary of news is from the Worth China 
Herald :-— 

Recruiting for the Chinese army in Formosa has recently been 
going on briskly in Hongkew, and it isa matter of satisfaction 
to record that on Saturday and Sunday alone no fewer than 500 
of the easily-spared members of the Chinese community in these 
Settlements permitted themselves to be cleared out in that way. 
It is believed that many more will be similarly disposed of, but 
the recruiting officials, the chief of whom is named Chang Yuan- 
qu, are very fastidious in their selection from the multitude 
who have offered themselves, rejecting the aged, the too 
juvenile, and the unsound. Few, if any, besides Cantonese and 
Soochow men were accepted. In the French settlement recruit- 
ing has also been brisk for a week past, but was conducted in so 
quiet a manner that few foreign residents were aware of it. The 
recruits are divided into bands or companies numbering from ten 
to fifty, and the head man of each is responsible to the one im- 
mediately above him in number for the safety of his contingent, 
and so on, until the chief of all is reached, who by this system of 
enumeration can see at a glance what force he should have at his 
command, Chang Yuan-qua, the recruiting officcr, has trken 
his departure for Ningpo, for the purpose of raising another -egi- 
ment there. The activity displayed by this man is described as 
being something remarkable in a Chinaman, as was also the tact 
and quickness he showed in the selection of the human material 
he required from the bulk before him. The force recruited here 
will shortly be despatched per steamers to Taiwan. 

If there is one thing beyond another in which a Chinaman’s 
dense ignorance affords him all the complacency of perfect 
knowledge, it is the science of engineering. The bungles and 
blunders about the Yellow River and the floods of the Peiho are 
fresh in the recollection of our readers, who will also remember 
the self-satisfaction with which the expectant magistrate, Kao, 
delivered himself on the Woosung Bar. Now, the great object 
is to provide fortifications to resist the possible attempts of the 

* Japanese to gail up the Yangtsze. very mandarin is ready 
with his scheme, each one only more absurd than _ his 
fellow’s. It is proposed to fortify Silver Island as well 
as to erect forts at Woosuns, and a chain of forts, each to 
cost Taels 1,000 is to unite these two points. As to the forts at 
the extremities, one wise man, thinking “there is nothing like 
leather,” proposes batteries formed with that material backed up 
with cotton! Good sport for a typhoon or a few 300-pounder 
shot. Another suggests cast-iron hates to line the earthworks, 
a defence certainly more pleasant to the attacking party than 
the garrison. In effect, if anything be done each fort will be 
found to be made on a different system, the whole contrived in 
such a manner that each shall be a hindrance instead of a help 
to its neighbour. 

The Japanese transport Takaisago-maru (late P. and O. 8.8. 
Delta) arrived on the 6th Sept. from Langkiao Bay, Formosa, for 
orders from the Japanese Consulate here. There is nothing new 
by her from the “ seat of war.” The status gvo is being main- 
tained till news arrives from the North, and the impression was 
that there would be no disturbance between China and Japan. 
The Tukatsago-maru went down the river next day, on her way, 
we believe, to Tientsin. The Yong Puo, a Chinese gunboat 
which came into port the day previous to the arrival of the 
Tukaisago-muru, also got up steam, and soon after followed the 
J oer vessel. It is evident that each side is keeping a watch- 
ful eye upon the other. We understand that the ‘akaisago- 
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maru, being a swifter vessel than any. of those in commission, 
has been detached for the conveyance of the Embassy and suite 
to Nagasaki, on the conclusion of the present negotiations, 3 
the s.s. Haining was coming down the Peiho, she was requestea 
to stop between the Taku Forts and Tientsin, to enable a Ja- 
panese gentleman, a passenger on board, to visit his Excellence 
the ambassador, who was in the Moshinkan, which also sto 

A collision of rather a serious nature occurred on the 7th Sept., 
in which the Takazsago-maru and the John R. Worcester were 
concerned. As stated above, when the Tukaisago-maru left her 
anchorage she was followed closely by a Chinese gunboat. It 
would appear that after reaching Gough’s Island the Japanese 
thought proper to anchor there and allow the Chinaman to 
on, which he did, and when the latter got the length of Woosung 
he anchored right on the bar, no doubt intending to await the 
movements of the other. Meantime, the John R. Worcester had 
been lying inside the bar, but at high water took a tug to go 
down river. As she approached the spot where the Chinese 
gunboat was at anchor, she was overtaken by the Tulai- 
sago. At the moment the John 2. Worcester, with tug 
attached, got abreast of the Chinaman, the Jakaisago, comi 
down rather faster than the tug, also got abreast the former, 
thus bringing them all three on the bar together. The Takai- 
sago now starboarded her helm, and ran right into the bow of 
the John R. Worcester, carrying away her bow rails forward of 
the fore-rigging, stanchions, breaking her rail and cathead, and 
doing other considerable damage. Surveyors were sent down, 
and the J. R. Worcester was ordered back to Shanghai for re- 
pairs, which will probably take from eight to ten days to com-. 

lete. We are given to understand that the Japanese acknow- 
[age that their vessel was in the wrong. She was in charge of 
a foreign pilot, but on whom rests the actual responsibility of the 
mistake which resulted in the catastrophe we have not heard. 

The programme of the autumn races, which has now been 
drawn up, fixes Friday and Saturday, the 30th and 31st October, 
and Monday 2nd November, as the three regular days of the 
meeting. Seven events are set down for each day, and among 
them we notice as new features, on the second day, the Consular 
Cup, and on the third, the Cosmopolitan. 

tn the Civil Summary Court, before Mr. Myburg, a case was 
heard interesting to shipping agents, charterers, and brokers. 
A Chinaman, Lee-ching-tai, sued Mr. John Morris to recover 
$45 commission for procuring a charter for the American 
schooner Almatia for a cargo to Tientsin. Defendant did not 
exactly dispute his liability, but wished to withhold payment 
for a time for the following reasons :—The water on the Taku 
Bar is but 12 feet on an average, and after the schooner had 
been loaded to the proper draught, the plaintiff caused 800 pack- 
ages of paper to be put on board, causing her to draw about a 
foot more. He said he would produce a letter from the char- 
terer, stating his willingness to pay charges for lightening 
the schooner at Taku, if necessary, to enable her to cross the bar. 
That letter had not been produced, and the defendant wanted to 
defer payment until he had received a letter from the captain of 
the sehoouer to show whether or not he had got over the bar 
without lightening the vessel. The cost of lighterage would be 
more than $45, and the plaintiff’s claim was held by way of part 
security. His Honour said that brokerage became due as soon 
as a charter was complete, and decided that defendant was not 
justified in withholding payment. 

The usual fortnightly entertainment in connection with the 
Shanghai Temperance Society has been given at the hall, Han- 
kow Road, Mr. C. P. Blethen, president, in the chair. There 
was not so numerous an attendance as might have been antici- 
pated from the attractive features of the programme issued. 
Dr. Macgowan gave an explanation of the modern method of 
resuscitating apparently drowned persons, and also an account of 
the famous Red Cross Alliance. 

The Chinese paper, the Hzveipao, has changed its name and to 
a certain extent its constitution. As an advertisement recently 
stated, it has come entirely under foreign control, and we hope 
the change will have broadened and rectified its views on foreign 
matters, The change of a character in the title alters it from 
Hweipao, “ News Circulator,” to Wuipao, “News Compiler. 
In fact, having been a “Courier” or “ Herald,” it has become 
a “Recorder” or “ Journal.” 

Among the Chinese passengers who arrived from Hankow by 
the C.M.S.N. steamer Hatching, was cea Rae a red-button 
mandarin of some distinction, who was, it is said, well known 
during the troublous times of a few years ago. He was acconl- 

anied by an escort of fifty-eight men, and is on his way to psy 
is respects to the Emperor. 

The Customs steamer Auahsing has returned to port from 4 
four days’ cruise, having paid her periodic visit to"the lighthouses 
on the North Saddle, Shaweisham, and Gutzlaff, and to the 
Tungsha lightship. It is understood she will leave again for 8 
month’s work on the buoys in the Yangtsze. There was 0 
foundation for the rumour that the Auahsing had been or was 
proposed to be brought into requisition for the naval service of 
the Government. Her duties will simply be in connection with 
the lights, buoys, and beacons in the Shanghai district. 

The Austrian corvette Friedrich arrived at Woosung on the 
5th Sept., and was detained there for want of water on the B'r 
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until the 8th, when she came up river and anchored off the Kin- 
lee-yuen Wharf. The Friedrich is a wooden ship, and was built 
at Venice in 1854-57. She was for years a 16-gun frigate, but 
the advancement made in the appliances of modern warfare in- 
duced the Government to equip her as a 12-gun corvette. Her 
armament consists of twelve of the best 52-pounder Krupp guns 
on the maindeck ; the only pieces of orduance on the upper 
deck being two small brass rifled guns on the forecastle. 
The small azms, both carbines and pistols, are on the 
Wernd! rifled principle. Her entire length is 207 feet; 
breadth of beam, 37 feet ; horse power, 230 ; is provided with a 
steam launch 35 feet long ; and her crew consists of 250 men. 
The Friedrich left Pola, in the Adriatic, on a two years’ cruise, 
on the 31st of May last, and came out vid the Canal, calling at 
Aden, Point de Galle, Singapore, Hong Kong, and Amoy, and 
has had a safe and prosperous voyage. She is commanded by 
the Ritter von Oesterreicher, who holds the rank of post captain 
in the Imperial Navy, and who was for seven years, from 1566 
to 1873, director of a surveying expedition in the Adriatic, in 
which some of the officers now serving under him were also 
engaged. Captain Oesterreicher and _ his officers are specially 
commissioned to make scientific collections, and to survey the 
coast and take soundings in the ocean waters traversed 
by the corvette. They are also charged to make observations of 
the transit of Venus on 9th December, for which purpose the 
ship will repair to Yokohama. All the scientific instruments 
necessary for this purpose have been brought out. After a 
short stay at Shanghai the Friedrich will visit Japan, Manila, 
Siam, South America, and Australia. 

My. Thomas Fawcett, to whose re-arrest we recently referred, 
went to Chefvo by the Sin Vuncing. We hear that Mr. N. J. 
Hannen has been retained to defend Mr. Fawcett. 

The Shantung, arrived from Tientsin, brought down fifty-four 
griffins, in anticipation of the ensuing autumn races. This is, 
we learn, the largest consignment ever brought by any steamer 
at one time. Half the lot were put up to auction at the Horse 
Bazaar on Tuesday.

feel anxiety on account of rumours of a native outbreak, we will 
stand the ridicule if you will only send us a gunboat. 

It is almost ae to get reliable information from China- 
men, although self interest points to their keeping us well in- 
formed. The answer to all enquiry is, “ We are told not to talk 
about it.” This looks as if the native authorities themselves aré 
slightly apprehensive. We know there is great uneasiness 
amongst Chinamen, disturbances amongst the hill people, and a 
strong probability of a rising, if war with Japan is declared. 
A Church dignitary was surprised last Sunday by the absence 
of nearly all his flock. The reply to his enquiry as to the reason 
was, “ You had better not go to church ; in fact, mix as little as 
possible with foreigners just at present.” We see a great many 
Chinese soldiers moving round, more especially late at nights, 
which is quite an unusual occurrence. No doubt they are on the 
alert for keeping the peace, but we do not trust them too much. 
Another placard on the East Gate this morning ; getting nearer 
and nearer. I really begin to believe there is something in it. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 19th September ; 
the P. and O. mail from London Aug. 7 was received on the 
13th September.

THE JAPANESE IN FORMOSA. 


(DAILY PRESS CORRESPONDENT.) 
TaxKao, SxEpr. 11. 

We have been a whole month without any means of direct commu- 
‘nication with Amoy ; and for the present opportunity of sending our 
mails we are indebted to a British man-of-war. 

During the latter part of last month Captain Cassell passed through 
Takao with a party of Japanese, on his way to Taiwanfoo, where he 
had some official business connected with the expedition. It is under- 
stood that he went there in the hope of mceting M. Giquel, who, how- 
ever, happened not to be at Taiwanfoo. He therefore had to return 
to Langkinou without effecting anything. The Delta has made perio- 
dical trips to Langkiaou, and has brought a few more men, either sol- 
diers or coolies, but not enough to make a noticeable addition to those 
already on the spot. The health of the troops there has been exceed- 
ingly good, and the number of deaths has been very small. There have 
been some cases of intermittent fever, but fewer than one would expect 
during an unusually wet summer in Formosa. Both the American gen- 
tlemen connected with the expedition have suffered severely. 

The Customs cruiser Ling Fung has paid us a short visit, after which 
she departed for the Pescadores. She is to remain there for some 
length of time, for the purpose of instructing and drilling the offloers 
and sailors of the Foochow men-of-war, It is commonly reported that 
the sailors and some of the officers of the Foochow fleet are good sea- 
men, but that they know nothing about fighting their ships, and are 
unaccustomed to the strict discipline which is considered necessary for 
a European navy. 

On the 25th of last month seven Chinese steamers arrived, with four 
thousand troops, from Chinkiang. Four of the vessels were Shanghai 
men-of-war, and the other three were borrowed from the Chinese 
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Sterm Navigation Company. A Japanese corvette, which had been in 
the Pescadores, accompanied them from there, and anchored there for 
some hours ; after which she went on to Langkiaou. The ships were 
all too large to come inside, but, fortunately meeting with fine weather, 
landed the troops, ammunitions, treasure, &c., on board very rapidly 
by means of two small Chinese steamers, formerly called the Voluntcer 
and the Jsland Queen, and the foreign tug-steamer Taizoun, belonging 
to this port. Asmall quantity of horses and mules came in the steamer, 
but it is not intended to bring over any cavalry. A large number of 
the soldiers were encamped here for two or three days before 
moving to their present camps, a few miles inland. They gave 
some trouble to foreigners, chiefly by borrowing foreign-owned 
cargo-boats and sampans in the same unceremonious way that they 
took those of the Chinese. But no serious trouble occurred ; and both 
the local and the military mandarins were perfectly ready to attend to 
any complaints brought before them. The first day was spent by the 
native boatmen in pulling crowded sampans forwards and backwards 
across the harbour, for which they got no pay. Finding this unplea- 
sant and unprofitable, many of them disappeared in the night with 
their oars, leaving their sampans on the shore, in some cases with a 

lank taken out of the bottom. The military officers, on the other 
Fana, retaliated by opening a store for oars and masts, and whenever 
they got hold of a boat which they did not want at the moment, they 
appropriated its oars for future use. The departure of these soldiers 
was not only a welcome, but a very interesting sight. The lines of 
crowded tents were all standing, and apparently no preparations were 
being made for moving, when, at a given signal, tents were struck, 
bedding rolled, and the men with their baggage all marched off in less 
than a quarter of a hour. 

These troops embarked at Chinkiang, but had marched there over- 
land from Seuchow, a town in the extreme North of the Province of 
Kinngsoo, on the South bank of the old course of the Yellow River. 
There are fourteen thousand more coming from the same place, all 
formerly belonging to the Victorious Army, at the head of which Le 
Hung-chang made his reputation fighting against the Taipings. These 
are all foreign armed; but while some carry brecch-loaders, some 
have muzzle-loading rifles, and others only muskets made in the Chinese 
Arsenals, They are said to be, to some extent, foreign drilled. Their 
commander, General Tang, has already arrived. He is considered by 
the Chinese to be a brave soldier, and took part in many sieges and 
battles in the neighbourhood of Shanghai und Soochow during the 
Taiping rebellion. He had twenty-four thousand men under his com- 
mand in Kiangsoo ; and being only a little over forty years old, he is a 
young man for his high position. Those of the soldiers that I have 
seen are large and well made men ; but their Chinese uniform gives 
them a very unmilitary appearance. 

Two or three members of the Customs’ outdoor staff, old soldiers I 
presume, have arrived at Taiwanfoo to act as drill instructors. I am 
told that there are soldiers stationed at all the gates of Taiwanfoo, and 
that for the future no stranger will be allowed to enter unless he can 
satisfy the guard that he is not a Japanese.

BANGKOK.

Siam Daily Advertiser has the following account of the ceremonies 
to be observed in honour of the King’s birthday :— 


The anniversary of the birthday of H.M. the Supreme King 
of Siam, following the position of the Sun in the Bias of the 
Zodiac, will occur ag usual this year on the 21st of Sept., and the 
ceremonies of its celebration will be as usual. 

On Saturday, the 19th inst., the ceremonies will commence as 
follows :—That night there will be an illumination. In the 
palace a Buddhistic homily will be delivered. 

On Sunday, the 20th, in the forenoon, a Buddhistic homil 
will be delivered. In the afternoon sixty Buddhist priests wi 
perform their religious incantations. 

On Monday, the 2lst, in the forenoon, Buddhist priests will 
receive from H.M. their morning meal. At the propitious mo- 
ment H.M. will enter and receive the coronation bath. Precisely 
at noon H.M. will ascend the throne, when the Princes, nobles, 
and Government officials will be in sessions in their respective 

laces in solemn audience. H.R.H. Prince Taawate-wacharin, and 
Chow P’raya Tamahtekaum-nah-te-baudee, will bow and 
resent congratulatory addresses on the anniversary of H.M.’s 
irthday. After H.M. has retired, during the afternoon of that 
day the usual ceremonies to the throne will be performed. 

On the 21st the military on land and the vessels of the Royal 
Bai will fire salutes of twenty-one guns three times, as usual. 

Government officials, great and small, will assemble in 
the Taung-praong and at the building Keng-wararahch- 
sap’ahp'irom as herein set forth, During the day those who 
will have an audience to offer their congratulations will wear 
their overcoats, belts, and usual panung, holding their flowers 
and candles, and perform their usual tokens of respect. 

On the 22nd there will be two Budhhistic homilies. 

On the 27th, during the afternoon, twenty-two priests will 
rehearse their incantations in the throne-room Paisahn-t’aksin ; 
on the following day the priests will receive their forenoon meal, 
and in the afternoon the ated tapers will be passed around in 
honour of the idols, as a Royal birthday ceremony. At night 
there will be a Buddhistic homily. The proper authorities will 
make the n arrangements for the performance of these

Id idea has res seized of getting the railway made by Govern- 
ment, and every expedient is resorted to, and every possible argu- 
ment advanced, to accomplish this desired end.

CASUALTIES. 

BaTAVIA, Sept. 23.—The Sea Belle, Goggin, sailed hence, Sept. 11, 
for New York, via Padang, with sugar and a small quantity of coffee, 
but got ashore the same night on the Agenutin group, to the north of 
this place ; she was floated after some cargo had been shifted, and was 
towed here, making five inches water per hour ; surveyors have recom- 
mended her to discharge and go into dock. 

Mantua, Sept. 15.—The Avenir (French str.), Angosto, arrived here, 
‘Sept. 2, and has been seized by the Government. 

Zev, Aug. 31.—The Ida (barq.), of Shields, Thorburn, from Saigon 

to this port, with rice, struck on a reef on the coast of Mactan, Aug. 
‘29, thumped heavily, and, as she began to fill, was left by the crew, 
who have arrived here. Sept. 8.—The Ida has become a total wreck ; 
about 1,600 bags rice have been saved, and the vessel as far as possible 
stripped ; the effects saved, and the hull of the vessel as it lies will be 
offered for sale to-morrow. 

Saananat, Sept. 12.—The Takaisago Maru (late Delta) came in colli- 
sion with the John R. Worcester (ship), near the Woosung bar ; both 
ships were outward bound, the latter vessel with a full cargo of tea, 
&c., for New York; she had her bulwarks, cathead rail, and fourteen 
stanchions carried away on the starboard bow, and two planks aft by 
the main rigging just telow covering board badly cut into, and has 
come back into port for repairs, which it is expected will be completed 
by the end of next week, the Japanese paying all expenses. The St. 
Aubin (French ship) has been stripped, caulked, and remetalled, and is 
ready to be taken out of dock. The Diomed (s.) in leaving yesterday 
came in collision with the Hochung (s.), on the Woosung bar, but with- 
out much damage, although the latter vessel was put on shore for a 
short time. [The Diomed (s.) has arrived in the Suez Canal.]

ARMY EDUCATION IN THE FAR EAST. 

A return, showing the certificates of education in possession of the 
Army on the Ist of January, 1874, has just been published. In the 
80th Regiment, stationed at Hong Kong, there were 847 non-commis- 
sioned officers and men. One sergeant held a first-class certificate ; 13 
sergeants, 20 corporals, 31 privates, and 5 musicians, &c., held second- 
class certificates ; 4 sergeants, 14 corporals, 65 privates, and 3 musicians, 
&c., held third-class certificates ; 64 privates, and 3 musicians, &e., 
held fourth-class certificates, making a total of 223 certificates, In the 
first battalion of the 10th Regiment, stationed at Singapore, there were 
858 non-commissioned officers and men. Four sergeants, 2 corporals, 
and 6 privates held first-class certificates ; 15 sergeants, 10 corporals, 
49 privates, and 5 musicians, &c., held second-class certificates ; 13 
corporals, 75 privates, and 6 musicians, &c., held third-class certificates ; 
1 sergeant, 2 corporals, 141 privates, and 3 musicians, &c., held fourth- 
class, making a total of 332 certificates in the regiment. In the 57th 
Regiment, stationed in Ceylon, there were 773 non-commissioned offi- 
cers and men. Not one held a first-class certificate ; 8 sergeants, 7 
corporals, 4 privates, and 1 musician held second-class certificates ; 1 
sergeant, 18 corporals, 25 privates, and 8 musicians held third-class 
certificates ; and 1 corporal, 16 privates, and 4 musicians held fourth- 
class certificates, making a total of 93 certificates in the regiment. 
From the second brigade of Royal Artillery, now stationed in Ceylon, 
no correct return has been received, 

From another return it appears that in the garrison library at Hong 
Kong there were on the 31st of December last 2,320 volumes, and that 
the issues during the year had beon 3,500, showing a decrease as com- 
pared with the previous year, of 581 volumes and 2,300 issues. In the 
library at Singapore there were, on the 31st of December, 620 volumes, 
and there had been 8,253 issues during the year. Here there had been 
@ decrease of 94 volumes, but an increase of 2,399 issues. In the garri- 
son library at Colombo there were, on the 31st of December, 3,657, and 
the issues during the year numbered 4,880. There were, therefore, 82 
volumes less, and 5,447 issues less than in 1872. In the library of the 
Royal Artillery at Colombo there were 461 volumes, the same asin the 
preceding yeur, and 818 issues, an excess of 474 compared with 1872.

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CONSULAR JURISDICTION. 

The subject of Consular jurisdiction which we discussed in our 
columns a short time since, has now had the attention of. the Aus- 
trian Government. <A correspondent of The Times at Vienna writes: 
—Awmong the Bills presented by the Government to the Upper House is 
one relating to the transformation of the Consulate jurisdiction in 
Egypt. You may remember that negotiations have been carried on 
with reference to this subject between the Egyptian Government and 
the Powers interested as well as between these Powers themselves since 
1869. It was at the opening of the Suez Canal, which promised to 
give a new impulse to commercial relations with Egypt, that the matter 
was taken in hand, and a mixed Commission went down to draw up a 
plan according to which the exceptional jurisdiction reserved to foreign- 
ers by the Capitulation was to be modified so as to be better adantad to 
present wants. However well founded the complaints of the Egyptian 
Government have been about the partiality often shown by the Consu- 
lar Courts, the idea of confiding the interests of tna age subjects to the 
native tribunals was dismissed at once as impracticable. The cure would 
have been worse than the malady. The work of the Commission was 
a compromise recommending mixed tribunals composed of Judges ap- 
pointed one-half by the Egyptian Government. There are to be two 
Tribunals, one judging in the First Instance and the other of Appeal. 
As the Tribunal of the First Instance will, owing to the large quantity 
of business, form two Courts, each of the Powers is to appoint 
to it two members, while to the Tribunal of Appeal they are to 
name one member and a Judge-Advocate, the other half of the 
Court being in cach case named by the Egyptian Government. The 
Presidency of the Court is to go by rotation. The competency of these 
Tribunals is to extend to all claims between European subjects and 
Natives in Civil causes. As regards criminal jurisdiction. the Courts 
are only to exercise it in the case of offences committed within the pre- 
cincts of the Court. As a guide to the Court, a code has been drawn 
up by the Commission, based on the Code Napoleon adapted to the 
local circumstances. 

These Courts are to be opened for business as soon as a perfect 
ment has been come to between the Powers on all details. The fact 
that this Government has thought it opportune to present a Bill on 
the subject to Parliament, as well as that other fact that Dr. Lapenna, 
Dalmatian member of the Reichsrath, has been already singled out for 
tho post of Judge in the Court of Appeal would indicate that the Govern- 
ment considers the realisation of the project at hand. Indeed, of all the 
Powers interested, there is only the French which has still objections ; 
but these objections refer to matter of detail. For instance, accordin 
to the French law, fraudulent bankruptcy entails the loss of political 
rights in France; and the French Government does not think itself 
empowered to allow a Tribunal, composed in a great proportion of 
foreigners, to decide about the political rights of a Frenchman. It de- 
sires, therefore, to reserve the final decision in such cases to French 
tribunals ; but as this institution of mixed tribunals is accepted now in 
all its essential points by all the Powers interested, the agreement ag 
to such smaller matters of detail cannot take along time. But as, 
however plausible such mixed tribunals may seem in theory, no one 
can tell how they will work in practice, they are, therefore, treated 
somewhat as an experiment. The Convention is concluded for five 
years. Moreover, even before the end of the five years exch Power has 
reserved to itself the right of giving a year’s notice, at the end of whieh 
it may withdraw its representatives from the Courts, re-entering into 
the full possession of all the rights granted to it by the Capitulations, 
Thus, while consenting to make the experiment, the Powers have used 
every precaution in the case of ita not succeeding. 

The experiment was, at any rate, worth trying, for any one who has 
had an opportunity of sceing the working of the present Consular 
Courts must long ago have come to the conviction that something must 
be done in the matter. You were the first in taking the initiative by 
the creation of the special Consular Courts in Constantinople, Smyrna, 
and Alexandria, which are admitted to be a success, but such isolated 
efforts cannot cure the evil. In general, bad as the repute is of the 
native Courts all over the Levant, that of the Consular Courts is 
scarcely better, and the remarkable thing is that it is the European 
subjects more than the natives who do all in their power to discredit 
the Consular jurisdiction of each other. No doubt the greatest part of 
those stories of venality and corruption originate with persons whe 
have lost a bad cause, but they have become deeply rooted in the 
imagination of the people, Should the experiment of Mixed Courts 
succeed in Egypt, a model might be found for the reorganisation of 
the Consular jurisdiction in the Levant. 

Mr. J. C. McCoan, the London correspondent of the Levant Herald, 
writes to The Times of the 28th inst., stating that the guarantees pro- 
vided in the scheme for judicial reform in Egypt are even greater than 
those pointed out by the correspondent of that journal in Vienna. Mr. 
McCoan says :—The new judicial machinery is, as your correspondent 
states, to consist of two tribunals—a Court of First Instance and a 
Court of Appeal ; but, instead of only half the Judges in each being 
named by the European Governments, three out of five in the Court of 
First Instance, and seven out of cleven in the Court of Appeal, will be 
thus appointed. The International Commission, which carefully con- 


: sidered the whole scheme five years ago in Cairo, recommended the 


establishment of threo Courts—of First Instance, Appeal, and Revision 
—with respectively five, seven, and seven Judges for each ; but subse- 
quently, at the instance of the French Government, the Khedive con- 
sented to limit the scheme to the two Courts of First Instance and 
Appeal, and to increase the number of Judges in the latter from seven 
to eleven, of whom, as I have said, the foreigners should be in a majority 
of three. In other words, in both Courts the native element is practically 
swamped. But, in deference to Egyptian amour propre, the nominal 
Presidents of both Courts will be natives. These functionaries will, 
hewever, only really preside in a “ native chamber” of each Court, 
which will consist solely of the Egyptian Judges, and try only such 
strictly native causes as the parties may prefer not to take befure the 
full Mixed Courts. Practically these latter will be presided over by 
their foreign Vice-Presidents, who, as your correspondent states, will 
thus function in rotation.

would be that the Japanese would for the future “be 
“ obliged to submit to the control of the foreign barbarians 
“in all external affairs ;” and towards the conclusion of 
their memorial they affirm that they “think over this 
“ (i.e, how disgrace in the eyes of all the countries of the 
“‘ world is to be avoided) night and day with feelings of 
“ indignation and sorrow, and are unable by reason of it 
“to sleep or eat!” On the whole, this document is one 
of the most curious combinations of common sense and 
bombastic sentiments that we have met with for a long 
time, but there can be no doubt that it tairly embodies the 
opinions of a very large portion of the nation, or a 
Japanese newspaper would hardly have ventured to publish 
it in the capital. That the views enunciated by the me- 
morialists are popular among all classes is abundantly evi- 
dent by our later advices from Japan, for we hear that the 
Government is active in its preparations for war, that all 
men between twenty and thirty years of age have been 
ordered, nothing loth, to hold themselves in readiness for 
service, and that “the Satsuma clan alone has offered 
18,000 men, whom it is prepared to equip and maintain.”

THE JAPANESE ON THE FORMOSA EXPEDITION. 
A SOMEWHAT curious State paper has recently appeared 
in the Nisshin Shinjishi, the principal native daily paper at 
Yedo. This document, a translation of which has been 
forwarded to this country by the Shanghai correspondent 
of The Times, purports to be a memorial by two “ Samurai ” 
to the Sa-in, or Privy Council, on the subject of the expe- 
dition to Formosa, and in the present condition of affairs 
it is of some interest as an exposé of Japanese public opi- 
nion. The memorialists are induced to state their views a 
second time because “a report has lately reached them 
“ privately that in consequence of the expedition of their 
“ Government against Formosa a Chinese fleet of several 
“tens of war ships, furnished with warlike engines and 
“with provisions, has already assembled at Amoy, and it 
“is their intention in no long time to drive out the de- 
“ tached body of troops sent against that island.” While 
admitting that this is not the time to discuss whether the 
expedition is pli are or not, they expose the shilly- 
shallying policy of the Government at the outset, and 
pointedly remark that “ these frequent changes of purpose 
“ since the beginning of the expedition are unparalleled 
“either in ancient or modern times ;’ and also, that 
“when a Government is about to undertake a distant 
“ expedition beyond the seas, it is necessary firat of all that 
“its justice and expediency should be determined after 
“¢ exhaustive deliberation, and then a firm and unshakable 
“ plan of action resolved upon. If this be not done, what 
“‘ confidence can the nation repose in them afterwards ? 
‘““How can the welfare of the State be maintained, 
“or the work of enlightenment proceed ?’ Having 
administered this well-merited rebuke to the MIKADO’s 
Government, the memorialists proceed to discuss briefly 
SoYEsHIMA’s mission to Peking, again affirming that the 
answer he received was to the effect that as China had no 
concern with Korea and Formosa, Japan might do what 
she pleased in the matter. “If we allow,” they continue, 
“that the Government neglected nothing in their delibera- 
“ tions, and that SoYESHIMA also discharged his duty as a 
“ negotiator, itis unnecessary to prove that the Chinese Go- 
“ vernment must-have been guilty of deceiving our Govern- 
“‘ment. Our rage and gnashing of teeth at this thought 
“are beyond the power of words to express. Not even 
“by trampling to powder the four hundred provinces of 
“China and massacring the inhabitants would our iron 
“hearts be satisfied. How could we should show our 
“faces before the nation as faithful retainers, if we did 
“ not devour the flesh and skin of the Emperor of Ca1na ?” 
The memorialists next advocate that SoyESHIMA should 
be sent again to Peking to clear up the matter, and that if 
it should appear that he was in the wrong, then he must be 
beheaded, and his subordinates punished. “If, however,” 
they add, “the Chinese Government should prove to be 
“in the wrong, it will devolve upon our Government to 
“send an army to trample under foot the four hundred 
“ Provinces of China, to chop up the Emreror’s flesh and 
“ skin, and let every man eat his share of it. In no other 
“way can the Imperial glory be made to shine forth to 
“the world.” They urge the immediate necessity of set- 
tling the diplomatic misunderstanding and of supporting 
the detached body of troops now in Formosa, for other- 
Wise they say ‘We shall draw down upon ourselves 











OUR NAVAL FORCES IN CHINA. 

AT the critical juncture of affairs between China and 
Japan, which has existed for some months past, and still 
continues to exist, it is natural that we should look at the 
naval forces we have on the China station. By a late mail 
from Hong Kong we find that port—which is our head 
quarters in China—represented by one solitary vessel, the 
Elk. The lamentable catastrophe on board the Spark, pas- 
senger steamer, called her out in search of pirates, leaving 
none in harbour. This is not a creditable state of things 
for the country which has the stake in China which Eng- 
land has. We are aware that the policy of the late Govern- 
ment was to cut down every thing far and near, regardless 
of its influence on our prestige. We trust that the present 
Government will be prepared to support Admiral RYDER, 
who proceeds in the ironclad Audacious as Commander-in- 
Chief of our naval forces in China, with an efficient fleet, 
which will admit of more than one vessel at Hong Kong. 
Some evidence has already been given of this in the despate 
of three cruising vessels, and the Victor Emmanuel as a 
store and hospital ship at Hong Kong. The importance of 
a full naval force in the China Seas can hardly be over- 
estimated, and any attempt to economise expenditure in 
this direction, is calculated to jeopardise our trade and 

neral interests in the Far East. The naval officers of 

hina are the most efficient instruments for the suppression 
of piracy and all lawless proceedings, whether on the part 
of the Chinese or British subjects engaged in the trade. 
This has assuredly not been done of late years, and we 
trust that Admiral RYDER will, on his arrival in China, 
inaugurate a more vigorous policy. A naval officer in a 
letter to The Times, remarking on our own squadron in the 
Channel, says :—“ Are we to let the Japanese ironclads, 
“and soon perhaps the Chinese also (miserably weak as 
“ they are), do exactly as they please, while we look on 
“helplessly at whatever they loose to do, unless the flag- 
“¢ ship—the only English ironclad on the station—happens 
“ to present ? I, for one, agree with Mr. REED, and 
“think that wooden ships should be armed with guns 
“ sufficiently powerful to cope with such vessels. There is 
“ no reason eke a special shell should not be supplied for the 
“ armour-piercing guns of more than double the powder 
“ capacity of the ordinary shell for use only against wooden 
“ ships, and thus equalise the effectiveness of the two classes 
“ of guns for that purpose.” 


Carrain KiNG, who was saved from the wreck of the 
S. S. N. Company's steamer Chusan, was on board for the 
purpose of testing the vessel’s capabilities. Captain KING 
will shortly take out (via the Cape) another steamer for 
the company, which is now being fitted at Messrs. JOHN 
ELDER and Co,’s yard, 
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IN reference to the statements in the New York and 
San Francisco papers as to the formation of another com- 


pany to run a line of steamers between San Francisco, 


Japan, and China, we understand that an agent of the 
Pacific Railway Companies is now in London collecting in- 


formation on the matter, but as yet nothing is decided on.

line of the Pacific Mail Company, they are building three 
other iron screw ships at the yard of Messrs, RoAcH aud 
Co., Chester. 


THE new Governor for Macao, Sefior D’AVILA, whose 
appointment we noticed last month, will doubtless have 
taken up his quarters at the official residence in Macao. 
His Excellency will succeed to a better order of things than 
his predecessors, who have all inherited the wretched 
coolie traffic, which has at last been suppressed. His rela- 
tions with the Governor of Hong Kong and the Chinese 
authorities will, we are sure, be more cordial in conse- 
quence. There still remain a few vices in Macao, such 
as gambling and piracy, which, we trust, will be vigorously 
taken hold of by the new Governor. 


WE are glad to see by a telegram from Singapore that 
the rival Rajahs, MAHDEE and MAMAND, have withdrawn 
from Salangore, leaving TUNKER UpDIN—who was sup- 
ported by Governor CLARKE—as the rightful Rajah. We 
may now expect that trade at Salangore will be undis- 
turbed by these factions, and we may take it to be another 
wedge in the consolidation of the policy introduced by the 
Governor.

ROMAN CATHOLICS IN CHINA. 


The advance of the Roman Catholic Church in China is thus de- 
scribed by the Rev. Dr. Newman :—At Tientsin the Catholics have 
survived the massacre. Their cathedral, at the junction of the Peiho 
and the Grand Canal, remains a blackened ruin ; but on the very site 
where the Sisters were so brutally murdered a new chapel and orphanage 
are in process of erection, while in the Foreign Concession is their new 
cathedral, surrounded by buildings for tho priests, the nuns, and the 
orphans. At Chefoo their establishments are extensive and imposing 
At Hankow, on the Yangtaze, their church is large; their orphanage 
contains more than one hundred orphans, and near it an immense 
edifice is being erected for educational and churitable purposes. At 
Kiukiang, 150 miles to the south on the Yangtsze, their establishment 
covers a large area, a portion of which isa Church-hong. The holy 
fathers are engaged in the tea trade, and while the Chinese converts do 
the outside business, they do the inside. The profits for 1873 were 
£2,000, which accounts in part for the wealth of the Catholics in 
China. At Shanghai, and in the province thereof, the Jesuit fathers 
reign supreme. They annually receive £20,000 through the Agra 
Bank for church purposes, and one holy father controls £500,000 
for the Church. They are large landholders, and are in repute as 
the shrewdest real estate speculators in that elegant commercial 
city. Six miles from the city they have a grand establishment, 
covering many acres, laid out in gardens enclosed with bamboo ; 
and within is the church, the orphanage, the college (containing 
200 boys and girls), and an observatory well supplied with the best 
instruments. At Canton they are erecting a grand cathedral. It is 
of Hong Kong granite, 100 feet wide and 250 feet long. The noble 
nave is separated from lateral aisles by twenty magnificent clustered 
columns ; the facade is ornate. On one of the pilasters is “ Jerusa- 
lem,” on the other is “Roma.” The spacious site was once the re- 
sidence of the Chinese Governor-General of the Province, but the 
French army gave it to the Church. From the bishop to the humblest 
priest, from the Lady Superior to the least Sister of Charity, all wear 
the costume of the Chinese. In the garb of traders they penetrate 
the interior, and are to-day where no Protestant missionary has ever 
been. They mingle freely with the boat population on the Min at 
Foochow, and on the Pearl river at Canton. They do not preach— 
they teach ; the Catechism is offered to the people instead of the Bible. 
They are elastic and accommodating. The transition from Paganism 
to Catholicism is made easy by an exchange of forms and ceremonies. 
The crucifix and rosary are toys in the hands of the natives. The an- 
cestral worship of the Chinese has its counterpart in the worship of 
saints practised by the Papists. Money is the most effective grace in 
multiplying converts. ‘Rice Christians" are more numerous than 
those spiritually-minded. The Chinese flee from hunger, but not from 


the “ wrath to come.” Rome hastens to gain in the East what she 
has lost in the West.

The Chinese Reader's Manual. A Handbook of Biographical 
Historical, Mythological, and General Literary Reference, 
by W. F. Mayers, Chinese Secretary to H.B.M.’s Legation 
at Peking, &c.,&c. Shanghai: American Presbyterian Mis- 
sion Press. London: Triibner and Co. 1874. 

After years of labour Mr. Mayers has given us this volume, 
for which we feel sure that all students of the Chinese language 
and literature, without distinction, will be grateful to him, for 
it bal a want which has long been felt, and for the supply 
of which it was not easy to know in what direction to look, as it 
is not every sinologte who has the leisure or ability to put to- 
gether a work of this nature. Apart from the elementary 
stumbling-blocks in his way, the study of Chinese literature is 
rendered very difficult to the European by the frequent occur- 
rence of personal and historical allusions and conventional 
phraseology, and the main business of Mr. Mayers’ work is to 
help in elucidating these ; and it is a work which will be the 
more appreciated because, as he remarks, “in every branch of 
[Chinese] composition, ingenious parallels and the introduction 
of borrowed phrayes, considered elegant in proportion to their 
concise and recondite character, enjoy in Chinese style the same 
place of distinction that is accorded in European literature to 
originality of thought or novelty of diction ;’ and very puzzling 
these are to the beginner, and even to the more advanced student 
of the language. The self-imposed task, as we can well imagine, 
must have been found a very onerous one, and in the course of 
its execution Mr. Mayers tells us that the complaint of the great 
lexicographer of the last century, that “to the weariness of copy- 
ing there must be added the vexation of expunging,” has often 
been forcibly recalled. 

The work before us is divided into three parts, viz., Index of 
Proper Names, Numerical Categories, and Chronological Tables 
of the Chinese Dynasties, to which is added an index of charac- 
ters arranged under the radicals. The first part, which is by far 
the most important, and occupies about three-fourths of the whole 
volume, is not only a historical and biographical compendium, 
but also acollection of “accounts of mythical beings and legends 
connected with animate or inanimate objects, which cannot be 
overlooked in an attempt at interpreting the figurative language 
or the traditional expressions of the Chinese.” In getting 
together the materials for his book, Mr. Mayers has naturally 
found it necessary to consult a large number of Chinese works, 
and in so doing he has, as was to he expected, met with many 
difficulties, into the details of which we cannot well enter here. 
In the course of his introductory matter, our author gives his 
readers some small idea of the huge repertories of learning in 
which the Chinese delight, when he says that “twenty volumes 
of the largest size would barely suffice to contain the matter 
categorically arranged in the most modern and useful cyclopedia 
of literary reference, the Faan Kien Lui Han; nor would a less 


‘liberal allowance of space be sufficient to meet the wants of a com- 


plete biographical dictionary.” For Chinese History as far as B.c. 
100 Mr. Mayers is indebted to the Sze Ki of Sze-Ma Ts’ien, and 
for the subsequent period to the T’ung Kien Kang Muh with its 
continuations. For later history he has found the materials very 
scanty, as “ the Chinese at all times have been chary of com- 
menting upon historical events during the existence of the 
dynasty under which they have taken place,” and he much re- 
grets that, only after his MS. was sent to the press, he became 
aware of the existence of an important work, “ published in 
1869, which is devoted exclusively to notices of the statesmen 
and scholars of the present dynasty.” Out of the 974 articles of 
which this part is composed, it is not an easy task to select one 
as a fair specimen, and we, consequently, take one almost at 
random, viz., 348 :—“ Li Kiian. <A celebrated beauty of the 
harem of Han Wu Ti, B.c. 140. The exquisite delicacy of her 
complexion at the age of fourteen was such that her Imperial 
lover dreaded, it is said, lest the mere contact of a silken fringe 
should cause her injury. The Emperor playfully expressed the 
fear, moreover, that the zephyr, however gently blowing, might 
carry her away from earth.” This will suffice to show with what 
minuteness Mr. Mayers has executed this portion of his work. 
Part II. (Numerical Categories) is not so complete as it would © 
have been but for the appearance of the Rev. E. J. Eitel’s 
“ Handbook of Chinese Buddhism” whilst Mr. Mayers’ book 
was yet in progress. With regard to Part III. (the Chronolo- 
gical Tables of the Chinese Dynasties), we are inclined to look 
with some suspicion at the dates, for, to go no further, we find 
the accession of the present Emperor ascribed to the year 1862. 
As his father died in August, 1861, it is clear that Mr. Mayers 
is not a believer in the ancient saying, “ Le Roi est mort ; Vive 
le Roi!” The nzen-hao, or title of reign, we know, would not 
come into use till 1862, according to Chinese usage, but surely 
the accession dates from the father’s death. 

While fully acknowledging the great usefulness of Mr. 
Mayers’ work, and the vast pains and labour which he has 
evidently bestowed upon it, we must not omit to call attention 
to what appear to us to be somewhat grave defects. First and 
foremost, we object to his system of writing Chinese sounds ; in 


fact, he has no system at all, for he mixes up the methoda of 
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Morrison, Wade, and others in a most hopeless manner, and, to 
make confusion worse confounded, he gives some sounds ac- 
cording to what we conceive to be a method of his own. In 
numerous cases he has not thought fit to give the English 
sounds of the Chinese characters—a very grave error indeed, 
if he desired his work to have any circulation beyond 
the Consular ports of China. Until quite recently Mr. 
Mayers spent his time in the South of China, and not un- 
naturally, perhaps, contracted an affection for the Southern 
Court dialect ; but we could have wished that he had adopted 
the Northern in this instance, as, in our opinion, it is more 
musical, and it is the one which, on the whole, foreigners will 
find it more advantageous to learn. A word in conclusion on 
the typographical execution of this work. Being at Peking, the 
author says that he could not discharge the final duty of proof- 
reading, and would have fourrd himself seriously embarrassed in 
his undertaking, .... had he not met with ready sympathy 
and assistance at the hands of a friend, Mr. Ernest ‘I. Holwill, 
of the Imperial Maritime Customs’ Service, of whose attainments 
as a Chinese scholar he speaks in high terms. Notwithstanding 
Mr. Holwill’s exertions, this volume of about 450 pages appears 
with a list of errata extending over more than a page, and we do 
not pretend to reckon up the number of mistakes which have 
escaped his critical eye. What would have been Mr, Mayers’ 
fate, had he unfortunately been compelled to trust his work 
entirely to the tender mercies of the Presbyterian Mission Press 
is quite beyond our powers of conception. 





A work has just been issued by Messrs. Sampson Low, en- 
titled the History of Merchant Shipping and Ancient Commerce. 
It is from the pen of Mr. W.S. Lindsay. The want of an authori- 
tative work on this subject has long been felt, and Mr. Lindsay has 
come nobly forward to supply the want, and he has performed his 
task most admirably. The two volumes which he has already 
published are both popular and erudite ; they deal with a subject 
ever fresh and attractive, and their special interest loses nothing 
of its proper charm in Mr. Lindsay’s hands. Mr. Lindsay has, 
we believe, spent many years over his task, but he has proved 
himself equal to it, and must henceforth rank among historians 
of enduring fame. He takes us back to a period anterior to that 
of Noak’s ark, and after a painstaking and exhaustive review of 
ships and scamen, of boats and sails, of trade and commerce, 
through the intervening period, he brings us down to our own 
times, evincing as he goes along fulness of information and 
soundness of discrimination on all the varied topics associated 
with his subject. 

We have receivel from Mr. W. C. Thompson, Moorgate- 
street, a very useful packet of books and photographs, illus- 
trating the American Overland Route. There is a capital map 
of the Union and Central Pacific Line, a handbook with the 
rates and fares, reculations, and conditions of travel, a guide to 
the Union Pacific Railroad Lands now for sale in Central and 
Eastern Nebraska, and some excellent photographs of the 
scenery along the Central Pacific line. Crofult’s “ Trans-Conti- 
nental Tourists’ Guide” is a neatly-bound volume, full of in- 
formation, and likely to prove very useful to travellers in 
America, 





GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hampboura, Oct. 27. 

As I intimated in a furmer letter, the most important Bill of the 
Session will undoubtedly be the new Bank Law, about which much 
ignorance prevails ; but this is not to be wondered at considering 
the composition of the House, and the comparatively small number of 
members who have any practical knowledge of banking, or are able to 
judge of the merits of the case. The great point of conflict will be the 
creation of a new Central Bank of Germany, with the exclusive privi- 
lege of issuing notes, and the abolition of all the present banks of 
issue, with or without compensation ; and it will be a life and death 
struggle with them for future existence. Or it is within the range of 
possibility that a compromise may be effected by extending the powers 
of the Bank of Prussia, and strengthening its position by combining the 


resuurces of all the other banks of issue by giving them shares or bank ! 


stuck in the Central Bank to the amount of their present capital 
respectively. Something of the sort must be done as a sacrifice to 
public opinion, which has been very forcibly expressed by the Chambers 
of Commerce, the congress of political economists, the financial and com- 
mercial part of the public press, and innumerable petitions and memorials 
from private merchants and bankers. The leading financiers of the Go- 
vernment ignore altogether any such measure, and not a word hinting at 
the creation of a central bank is to be found in the draft of the Bill, 
which has received the consent and approbation of the Bundesmtb, and 
is now to undergo the ordeal of three readings in the Mixed House of 
Parliament, where the merubers will vote according to the dictum of 
the head of their party. 

Paragraph 19 of the Bill provides that no one is obliged to take bank- 
notes in payment, so that in fact they are not to be considered asa 
legal tender ; but on the other hand, and to facilitate their circulation, 
the banks are bound to take in payment the notes of all the other banks 
and change them for gold com; and further, they are all bound 
to have a branch office at Berlin, Munich, Frankfort, Dresden, and 
one or two other centres of financial operations and marts of com- 
merce, where they are bound to exchange for gold the notes of their 
parent bank. In the original draft of the Bill was added “on presen- 
tation,” but this was altered by the Federal Council into “ within three 
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days,” as they considered it a hardship for the banks to be obliged to 

keep large sums in gold which might never be required and would be 
therefore lying idle. Wonderful to say, Hamburgh is not included in 

the above list of places where the banks are to have branch offices for 

the exchange of their notes, and the claim of this city, ag the chief and 
most important emporium of commerce in the Empire, has been refused 
by the Bundesrath, and the original list of places remains intact. 
This is no doubt a hardship and an unfairness that requires at all 
events some explanation ; perhaps it is meant as a punishment for Ham- 
burg’s steady refusal from time immemorial to issue Government 
paper money or authorise banks of issue, and preferring to cs- 
tablish their credit on the more solid foundation of a metallic currency, 
During the first cight months of this year, as shown by the official 
returns just published and made up to the end of August, the revenue 
derived from bill-stamps here was equal to that at Berlin, twice as large 
as the whole of Bavaria with its five million inhabitants, and three times 
the amount produced at Frankfort and Leipzig, so that any impartial 
person must admit that Hamburg is fully justified in claiming to be 
placed on the same footing of equality. As large sums in so-called 
“wild notes"’—that is to say the notes issued by the Banks of Bucke- 
burg, Gera, Brunswick, Meiningen and others of equally doubtful sol- 
vency,—are received here every day from the interior as remittances in 
payment of goods bought in this market, they can only be disposed of ata 
loss of from one to two per cent., and sometimes much more, so it would 
be a great convenience and saving of money if the banks had offices here, 
where their disgustingly dirty, greasy, and offensively smelling notes 
could be exchanged without loss for the bright gold pieces of the new 
currency, even with the proposed three days of grace. Should the Bill 
be allowed to pass in its present state, as amended by the Bundearath, 
and Hamburg remain excluded from the list of places favoured by having 
cashing offices for worn out notes, then it may become a question how 
far it is expedient in self defence to establish here a Bank of Issue, if 
only to put us on a par with other banks. The question is already be- 
coming the subject of discuasion in financial circles, and the proceedings 
of Parliament will be watched most attentively and followed with the 
deepest interest. 

The annual ordinary general meeting of the East Siberian Trading 
Company of Hamburg was held in the Exchange-rooms in this city, 
and numerously attended by the shareholders. From the report of 
the directors, and from the balance-sheet produced, it appears that the 
company have done a good stroke of business, and that their affairs 
are in a satisfactory condition. The net profit fur the year ending 
December 31st last, after writing off liberal sums for depreciation of 
movable and immovable property, as well as the dotation of the Re- 
serve Fund (which now amounts to 30,000 roubles), shows an amount 
of 61,569 silver roubles, 74 copecks, and enables the directors to de- 
clare a dividend of 9 per cent., or nine thalers per share. Adverse 
circumstances have prevailed in most countries last year, especially in 
those on the east coast of Asia. If, therefore, the balance-sheet shows 
such a favourable result, notwithstanding the difficulties they have 
had to contend with, it is a proof that the affairs of the company are 
based on a safe and solid foundation, and meet all the requirements 
of the commercial community with whom the trade is carried on. 
The business has now assumed such large proportions that the di- 
rectors have found it exceedingly difficult to carry it on with the li- 
mited capital at their command, and the numerous trading stations 
they have to supply ; and instead of making any further use of bank- 
ers’ credit, which is always accompanied by charges for commission 
und difference in the exchange, they think the time has now arrived 
for availing themselves of the power given them by paragraph 6 of the 
Statutes for the issue of a second series of shares to the tune of 
500,000 thalers.- The company’s steamers on the Amoor have proved 
to be a lucrative undertaking ; thus the Vicolai has earned her original 
purchase-money in two years, and the new steamer built at Hamburg, 
and called the Emma Liilulorf, fully comes up to the expectations 
formed of her good qualities, as does also the steam-tug Molade:. The 
vessels sent out to Vladivostock and Nicolayefsk have all delivered 
their cargoes.in perfect condition, so that the Company's warehouses 
again contain a complete assortinent of the goods most in demand 
there.

The 
Egeria (steamer), from China, has brought from Hong Kong 934 quarter 
chests, and 36/8 ditto of ditferent sorts of Tea. Rice wears a drooping 
tendency, and has a dull sale; orders might probably be effected below 
the quotations, Cassia Lignea is in favour, and sells casily at 65 to 66. 
There is also an improved inquiry for Flores at former rates. Pepper 
quiet, and no alteration in the quotations to notice. Of Spelter 1,000 
centners in loco were taken at 23 mks. 60 pf. Among the sales of 
Sugar last weck were 933 kranjangs of Batavia at 244 marks.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
Ansterpaw, Oct. 28. 
The Liberal paper, het Vaderland, publishes a very interesting letter 
which Gencral Van Swieten has addressed to General Knoop, respecting 
the second military expedition to Atchin. The motives for this letter 
were the following: General Knoop published in one of our leading 
newspapers, de (tids, an article asserting that the expedition had been 
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only “a half success.” This General Van Swieten denies, and he em- 
braces the occasion to defend himself—in six columns of type—against 
the various accusations made against him. His style is very sober 
He writes :—“ We have obtained our object in the second expedition. 
The strength and the composition uf the second expedition were based 
on the aim of capturing the Kraton, so as to get a pied a terre, and 
to try afterwards to subdue the country.” “This was,” the General 
adds, “the military aim, and the programme of the second expedition, 
and this has been completely fulfilled, perhaps more than fulfilled. It 
was not possible to suppose that the Kraton would not offer the means 
to lodge a garrison ; that all would have to be built from the first to 
the last stone ; that even bulwarks had to be constructed in order to 
protect ourselves against a strong and obstinate enemy, whilst at the 
same time measures had to be taken in order to secure our communi- 
cation with the sea. Neither inside nor outside the Kraton could 
building materials be found, and they had to be imported from Padang 
and Penang. About 4,000 persons had to be lodged, and storehouses 
had to be built for victuals, munitions for the engineers, and for hos- 
pital purposes. The level of the ground had to be raised to prevent in- 
undations, and bridges were constructed.” “Most certainly,” the General 
says, “it would have been a most brilliant success, if peace had been 
concluded. But it is not my fault that this did not occur.” It is quite 
comprehensible that the General does not repeat the several endea- 
vours made by him in order to conclude a treaty of peace. “ We 
have,” he says, “obtained security for a garrison to remain in Atchin, 
and our soldiers have a safe communication with the sea.” In answer 
to the question why the Commander-in-Chief did not assume the offen- 
sive after having captured the Kraton, he writes: “Our experience had 
shown that offensive measures were of little use when thcir only aim 
was to disperse the force of the eremy. The batiles of the 12th and 
15th of February did not assist our cause, which was to strengthen as 
much as possible the Kraton, and to secure our communication with 
the sea coast. If it was impossible for us to occupy the villages which 
were taken, and if we declined to burn them down, which must 
not be done if the conqueror wishes to govern the vanquished terri- 
tory and to make its inhabitants his subjects, thon offensive measures 
are good for nothing, and they only cause a great loss of human lives, 
a useless sacrifice.” The results so far General Van Swieten 
considers have given to Colonel Pel the necessary security and liberty 
to act ; and have rendered him able to parry every attack, whilst now 
the foe must have come to the conviction that all their endeavours are 
in vain. Colonel Pel isat the same time able to strengthen his posi- 
tions. Most certainly we have achieved upto this moment no definite 
conquest, but we have obtained a good basis for further operations. 
But is there any chance that the war will soon come toan end? I am 
not afraid—he says—that this war will last long. The natives agree 
very soon with that which is unavoidable, and this will become the 
casein Atchin. “Iam proud to claim that I did not shed any more 
blood than was strictly necessary, and that humanity was observed. 
The Dutch nation can say that our arms are not soiled by a stain of 
cruelty, barbarity, or wanton destruction.” These are the outlines of 
the General’s letter. : 

The publication of this letter has becn a bonne fortune for het Vader- 
land. Every one was anxious to read what the Commander-in-Chief of 
the second expedition had to say in defence of his policy. I must 
say that the public impression is on the average very satisfactory. The 
number of sceptics was enormous. If the daily press is the mirror of 
the public opinion, then most certainly we are quite satisfied with the 
General's answer. Our cditors read the letter, re-published it, and, asa 
rule, kept their own counsel. The Vaderland surprised us, however, 
with an article, “ What must be done for Atchin?’ The writer—an 
officer—does not criticise what has been done, but he protests most ener- 
igetcally against the proposal to leave the matters as they are. We must, 
he demonstrates, conquer the Atchinese empire or leave it as itis. Up 
to this moment we are sleeping upon a volcano, and we continue to 
sacrifice the lives ‘of our soldiers, n good decal of money and much 
prestiye by remaining quietly in the Kraton, without making an en- 
deavour to extend our authority. A third expedition, the writer says, 
ia unavoidable. Speedy action is necessary ; we must march into the 
country, and perhaps we may achieve the conquest of the whole empire 
by this time next year. I need not add that his letter takes a 
most sanguine view of our position. I can only hope that his predic- 
tions may be realised. In the meanwhile a distribution of {the “ Mili- 
tary William Order” is being made amongst the officers who have 
distinguished themselves in the campaign. 

The Second Chamber will reassemble on the 3rd of November. The 
Budget for our East India Colonies will be the firat subject of discus- 
sion. The section report thereupon is, in some instances, most hostile. 
The worst is that no party is satisfied. 

AMSTERDAM, Oct. 29. 

The shareholders of the East India Railway Company met yesterday, 
in order to decide about the proposal to issue a loan of six millions, 
partly for a redemption fund of former loans and partly for the pur- 
chase of new rolling stock. There were too few shareholders present 
to arrive at a decision, so that another meeting must be held. 

To-day was published the section report upon the first chapter of 
the budget. Some members have shown themselves anything but 
friendly towards the new Cabinet. They deny that it is necessary that 
the Liberal Ministry should make way for another one without any 
political programme. The majority, however, will support the Cabinet. 
The instruction question and the finances of the State will probably 
become the standpoint of the opposition. 

In the district of Hoorn Mr. Fransen Van de Putte has been elected 
a member of the Second Chamber. 

The ironclad Koning der Nederlanden, the largest man-of-war in our 
navy, has been successfully launched to-day.

With few exceptions of importance there has been an absence 
of animation in the Produce Markets, whilst several have con- 
tinued in the same depressed condition prevalent for some time 
past, and the downward movement in value has remained un- 
checked. At the same time, Sugar, Coffee, and some other arti- 
cles have been in request, and quotations show an advance. 


TEA. 

The chief feature of late in the Tea Market has been the continuous 
large auction sales without reserve, one importer alone who disposes of 
his produce solely in this way having sold during the past three weeks 
the large quantity of 29,000 packages. Business by private contract 
has been somewhat interfered with, and prices for the kinds of tea 
offered in excess of current wants, say worth 1s. to 1s. 4d. per Ib., show 1d. 
per Ib. decline on sales of a fortnight ago. We have to note the first 
arrival of black leaf via Cape, per Cutty Sark, on 2lat, followed by 
Ada on 25th, and Thermopyle on 27th inst. The teas by these ships 
are good strong medium to fine, from the Oonam province, chiefly 
Ooanfa district, but they are not selling readily, though affording a 
good safe risk to dealers, as there is but a very small proportion of the 
tea afloat over the value of 1s. 6d. per lb., and present supplies of such 
are to meet eight months’ requirements. The export by latest advices 
per telegram show about 10,000,000 lbs. excess over that of last 
season to date, and this will prove about the excess when the total for 
the season is declared. Supplies, therefore, will not be up to the in- 
creasing requirements, and we must look to India to make up the defi- 
ciency of 1873-4. {Looking at the statistical position there is no 
question as to the sound condition and good prospects, and that an 
advance on the moderate current range of prices ruling for all classes 
will take place ere long. 

The Deerhound, from Canton, brings a desirable selection, the 
Scented Capers proving of pure clean quality and fairly well scented. 
So far, however, there have been but few sales. Green Teas of Moyune 
district sell at full prices, small lots of true quality, say, strong, fresh, 
and high burnt sell up to 4s. per lb. Ping Sueys find no favour, this 
is owing to their not proving up to an average quality. No. 1 Gun- 
powders sell from 1s. 10d. to 2s. 8d., other gradeyin proportion. The 
export to the United States and Canada for some time past has been 
on a small scale, but we look for an early revival of demand. 

Messrs, Arthur Capel and Company's Circular says :—The market has 
been generally quiet during the past week. The quantity offered at 
public sale has been nearly 34,000 packages, which has occupied the 
trade, and consequently business by private contract has been on a 
limited scale. Prices in many cases have ruled rather easier. The teas 
by clippers have been placed on the market, but owing to the high 
prices asked by importers only a limited amount has been disposed of, 
but for these full prices have been obtained. The public sales for the 
week have been again on a larger scale, comprising 33,726 packages, 
nearly the whole of which were printed and sold without reserve. The
